The German armies have failed, according to French judgment, 
to pierce a road for their retreat by way of the frontier toward Metz. 
and apparently have decided to fight another great battle for 
supremacy in the territory northeast of Paris. 

They have taken up a line almost as extensive as that of the 
battle of the Marne, and for the last two days there has ‘been in 
progress a desperate struggle in which the entire German force 
that made the rapid advance on Paris has been engaged.

Petrograd, September 16.—The fol- 
lowing “s:mmary of the recent fight- 
ing in Gaiicia, from the Russian point 
of view, has been made public in 
Petrograd through semi-offictal chan- 
nels: 

“Russian troops are pursuing the 
Austrians with energy and the defeat 
of the enemy continues. Certain Aus- 
trian army corps have been virtually 
annihilated. Russian forces have passed 
the river San. 

“The eastern Russian advance guard 
is approaching Przemysi. The rapidity 
with which military operations are 
being conducted has made it impossible 
to determine accurately the losses of 
the enemy but it may be said that they 
are becoming colossal. According to 
such information as has come to hand 
the Austrians have lost in the neigh- 
borhood of 250,000 men in killed and 
wounded, this in addition to 100,000 
prisoners, 400 pieces ordnance, and a 
humber of standards. 

“In all directions the roads are 
crowded with artillery, transport wag- 
ons and arms and ammunition which 
have been abandoned in mass during 
the precipitate retreat of the enemy. 

“The desperate efforts of German 
troops to save the Austrian army from 
utter rout should be recorded. The 
active participation of German army 
corps in the fighting has been revealed 
at several difficult places along the 
Austrian front, as for instance at Tou- 
robine. The Russians captured thirty- 
six pieces of long-range German ar- 
tillery. in addition to some 56,000 Ger- 
man prisoners at this point. At other 
places on the front several dozen large 
German guns, many of which had been 
preventea by lack of time from being 
used in the fighting, fell into their 
bands.” :

KAISER’S FORCES IN 
THE HILL COUNTRY. 


The Germans are in the hilly coun- 
try around Noyon, on the plateau north 
of Vic-Sur-Aisne and Soissons, and 
north of Rheims, where they are dig- 
ging Strong entrenchements and receiv- 
ing reinforcements. But even here, 
this right wing, which up to the pres- 
ent has borne the brunt of the fight- 
ing and the retreat, is not altogether 
safe, for the French army operating 
from Amiens clings to its flank, while 
the British and French forces continue 
to press in front. 

It is essential, however, that they 
should hold their positions, for they 
cover the lines of retreat to the north, 
which would be the only way out if 
defeat should be their lot. That they 
realize this is shown by the fact that 
they have been contesting every foot 
of the ground with the allled armies 
the last two days and that both sides 
have suffered. heavily. 

The British army, as has been its 
lot since it landed in France, is taking 
its full share in the fighting, which 
on the front has been particularly se- 
vere since the Germans crossed the 
Aisne and made their first determined 
stand in the retreat from Paris. 


GERMANS COVER 
LINES OF RETREAT. 


The German center, which in the last 
few days has come more into line with 
the two wings, now stretches from the 
heights north of Rheims to the western 
foothills of the Argonne ridge, dipping a 
little south to touch Ville-Sur-Tourbe, 
just northeast: of Campe, de Chalons. 
This is all high, rough ground, in 
many places covered by heavy forests, 
which by this time may have been de- 
stroyed. 

The German left has been driven back 
a little further than the center and 
holds the ground from west of the Ar- 
hills, north of Varennes, which 
Krench reoccupied, to the 
and southeastward to

The crossing of the Meuse, which 
the Germans have selected at Consen- 
voye, is just out of range of the fort- 
ress guns of Verdun, so that as far as 
the battle now pending is concerned 
they have not to reekon with this 
stronghold, except as it offers support 
to the French in case the allies are 
compelled to retire. 

The Germans On this long line cover 
as many lines of retreat as possible, 
including those to Namur, Givet, Mezie- 
res, Sedan and Stenay, and soon should 
be ready, if they have not commenced 
already, to give battle, or, if the of- 
fensive comes from the other side, to 
defend their positions. 

It is believed General Joffre, French 


commander-in-chief, retains the initia- 
tive, having received reinforcements to 
relieve his overworked troops, but 
whether he will try again to envelop 
the German right, or to break up the 
crown prince’s army on the left, re- 
mains to be seen. It ig known the 
German right has been considerably 
reinforced so that it would be more 
difficult than before to work around 
that wing, while the German left and 
center, which also have seen a lot of 
hard fighting and held their positions, 
until the retirement of the right com- 
pelled them also to fall back, doubt- 
less have been stiffened, despite the 
fact that many troops have been sent 
to the eastern frontier. 

Neither side has attempted to esti- 
mate its losses in killed, wounded and 
captured during the battle of the 
Marne, but they must have been enor- 
mous and doubtless will be a blow to 
all the countries concerned when they 
are disclosed, 

Many German prisoners have fallen 
into the hands of the British and so 
great a number of prisoners and strag- 
glers have been taken by the French 
that the minister of war refuses to 
make an estimate, for fear of being 
accused of exaggeration. The losses in 
captured all can stand, but it is the 
number of dead and wounded scattered 
through the field from the Marne to 
the Aisne that it is feared will be stag- 
gering. 

Firemen from Paris have been sent

to search for any wounded that might 
have been overlooked by the army 
ambulance corps.

RUSSIANS CHASE 
ROUTED AUSTRIANS. 


Losses in Galacia and Poland, where 
fighting has been going on incessantly 
for more than three weeks, are even 
greater than those in France and, ac- 
cording to official reports, the Rus- 
sians still are following the Austrian 
and German forces in the hope of 
Striking another blow before they can 
reform. 

One report from Petrograd says the 
Russians have severed communica- 
tions between Cracow and Przemysl, 
the two fortresses for which the Aus- 
trians and their German allies are 
heading and have begun an advance 
to sever communications between Ga- 
licia and Budapest. 

Meantime, the Russian general, Ren- 
nenkampf, who, according to Russian 
reports, invaded east Prussia to com- 
pel the Germans to withdraw troops 
from the west and thus relieve pres- 
Sure on the allies, is having some dif- 
fulty in extricating his army from a 
difficult position. He has been com- 
pelted to fall back to fortresses on 

is own frontier, where he is waiting 
for the Germans under General Von 
Hindenburg, whom some reports say 
the German emperor has joined. 

The opinion is held that the Germans 
plans some bold stroke against Ren- 
nenkampf before the troops which have 
been engaged in Galicia can reach him. 
It is pointed out, however, that it 
would be a bold stroke, indeed, for the 
Germans to attack the Russian forts 
on the frontier or invade a country 
that within a few weeks will be a 
marsh, and later a snow-covered wild- 
erness. ‘ 

The Servians and Montenegrins con- 
tinue theit advance into Bosnia and 
Herzegovina.  Thé Servians, it is said, 
have advancéd twenty-five miles be- 
yond Semlin, so that, in this event, it 
is evident little opposition is being of- 
fered them. 


BRITISH NAVY 


ANCHORS IN NORTH SEA. 


While all this fighting is going on 
on land the British navy has not Seon 
idle. It is learned that the German 
cruiser Hela, which yesterday was re- 
ported from Berlin to have been sun 
was attacked six miles from Helgolan 
by a British submarine commanded by 
Lieutenant Commander Max K. Horton. 
The submarine has returned to her 
base in safty. 

Whether she was accompanied by 
other submarines has not been dis- 
closed in the admiralty report, but as 
these vessels usually travel in squad- 
rons accompanied by a cruiser, it ig 
probable the E-9, the vessel which 
torpedoed the Hela, was not alone. 

Small warships which have been pa- 
trolling the North sea have been hav-« 
ing a rough time of it, as they have 
just come through a 48-hour gale. For 
the big ships this is nothing, but the 
torpedo boats and destroyers and par- 
ticularly the submarines are not com- 
fortably at home in a North sea storm. 


Berlin, September 16.—(Via Rotter- 
dam to London, September 17, 1:20 a. 
m.)—The battle of the Marne, accord- 
ing to reports from general 
headquarters, is in full progress along 
the entire front from Paris to Verdun. 
There has been no decisive result and 
thus far the action is sald to be sta- 
tionary generally. A stfaf officer to- 
day declared it might take several days 
of hard fighting to decide the issue.

yesterday joined in the géneral action, 
including that of the crown prince of 
Germany, who hitherto had his hands 
full with Verdun. 

Most newspapers refrain from com- 
menting on the war. 

The Tages Zeitung’s military expert, 
however, summarizing the situation, 
gives the battle line as 180 kilometers 
from Crepy to Verdun. He declares 
the opposing armies, which hitherto 
had been divided into eastern and west- 
ern groups fighting separately, have 
closed their gaps and are in contact 
along the whole front. 

“It is not stated,” this expert says, 
“which side took the initiative or 
whether the partial successes General 
Von Stein reports consist of repulsing 
the French attacks or are successful 
German advances against individual 
points of the extensive battle line. The 
fact, however, that we at least are able 
to chronicle partial successes while 
otherwise the tide of the battle is satis- 
factory shows that the general situa- 
tion for us, at any rate, is not unfav- 
orable.”’

The North German Gazette today 
published the text of President Wil- 
son's call to the people of the United 
States to remain impartial throughout 
the war. Though issued August 19 it 
only now has been made public in 
Germany. 

Commenting on the call The North 
German Gazette says: 

“It is with satisfaction that we learn 
of me noble and worthy announce- 
ment.” 

Referring to assertions made by the 
foreign press concerning peace, the 
newspaper declares: 

“Our German people will not lay 
down their arms in the war until guar- 
antees necessary for Germany’s future 
position in the world have been secur- 
ed in the struggle.” 

No detailed account of the sinking 


of the cruiser Hela has been given out. 


It was merely stated that 172 of 181 
members of the crew were saved by 
German ships in the vicinity. 

Among those lost in the previous bat- 
tle near Helgoland were Admiral Maas, 
commander of the second accounting 
division, and Baron von Maltzohn, 
navigation officer of the cruiser Koeln, 
who served a long time on the cruiser 
Bremen while she was on the Ameri- 
can station. He had many friends in 
the United States. 

Americans will also be interested to 
learn that Commander von Rotgmann, 
formerly naval attache at Washington, 
commanded the cruiser Strassburg in 
this engagement with the enemy. 


IRISHMEN ARE URGED 
TO FIGHT THE GERMANS 


John Redmond Issues an Ap- 
peal—He Says Britain Has 
Kept Faith. 


London, September 16.—“The democ- 
racy of Great Britain has kept faith 
with Ireland and it is now the duty 
of honor for Ireland to keep faith 
with them,” says John Redmond, the 
Irish leader, in a manifesto issued to- 
day, in which he calls on Irishmen to 
bear their share in the war. 

‘The Irish people,’ Mr. Redmond 
continues, “Know and appreciate the 
fact fully that at last, after centuries 
of misunderstanding, the democracy 
of Great Britain finally and irrevoca- 
bly has decided to give them back 
their national liberties. 

New Era Has Opened. 

‘By overwhelming British majori- 
ties a charter of liberty for Ireland 
three times has been passed by the 
house of commons and in a few hours 
will be the law of the land. A. new 
era has opened in the history of the 
two nations. 

“During the long discussion on the 
Irish problem we promise the British 
people that a concession of liberty 
would have the same effect in Ireland 
as in every other part of the empire, 
notably, in recent vears, in South Af- 
rica; that dissatisfaction would give 
way to friendship and good will, and 
that Ireland would become a strength 
instead of a weakness to the empire.” 

Mr. Redmond then goes on to speak 
of the war, saying: 

‘Tt is a just war, provoked by the 
intolerable military despotism of Ger- 
many. . . It is a war for high ideals 
of human government ana internation- 
al relations and Ireland would be false 
to her history, to every consideration 
of honor, good faith and self-interest 
did she not willingly #»ear her share 
in its burdens and its sacrifices. 

‘We have, even when no ties of 
sympathy, bound our country to Great 
Britain, always given our quota, and 
more than our quota, to the firing 
line, and we shall do so now. 


Irish Brigade Wanted. 


“We have a right to claim that Irish 
recruits for an expeditionary force 
should be kept together as a unit and 
officered, as far as possible, by Irish- 
ment—to form, in fact, an Irish brigade, 
so that Ireland may gain national 
credit and feel like the other communi- 
ties of the empire, that ‘she, too, has 
contributed an army bearing her name 
in this historic struggle.” 

With the formation of an Irish 
brigade for service, Mr. Redmond asks 
that volunteers be put in a state of ef- 
ficiency as speedily as possible for the 
defense of the country. 

“TI would appeal to our countrymen 
of a different creed and of opposite 
political opinion,” Mr. Redmond says, 
in conclusion, “to accept the friendship 
we have so consistently offered them 
and to allow this great war, as to 
which their opinions and ours are the 
same, to swallow up all the smaller 
issues in the domestic government of 
Ireland which now divide us, and as 
our soldiers are going to fight and shed 
their blood and die at each others’ side 
in the same army and against the same 
enemy for the same high purpose, their 
union in the field may lead to union 
in their home and that their blood may 
be the seal that will bring all Ire- 
land together in one nation and in lib- 
erties equal and common to all.”

President Wilson Receives 
Delegates Sent by King 
Albert and Hears Recital 
of Atrocities Charged to 
Kaiser's Forces. 


NO CRIME IN CALENDAR 
SHUNNED BY GERMANS 


Alleged Men and Women 
Were Mutilated and Girls 
Ravished—Germans Fond 
of Fire— Wilson Tells 
Commission Accounting 
Will Come at End of War. 


Washington, September 16.—Presi- 
dent Wison notified the world today 
that the United States at this time 
cannot pass judgment on or take any 
part in controversies between the war- 
ring European nations over alleged 
violations of the rules of civilized 
warfare and humanity. He said set- 
tlement of these questions would have 
to wait until the end of the war, which 
he prayed might be soon. 

The president announced the Ameri- 
can government’s position first In an 
address to the commission sent by the 
king of Belgium to protest against 
alleged atrocities committed by the 
German army. Later he sent a cable- 
gram along similar lines to the em- 
seror of Germany, replying to the em- 
peror’s protest that the allies were 
using dum-dum bullets. 

The Belgian commission was re- 
ceived at the white house with formal 
ceremony. The president, accompanied 
by his military aide and several high 
government officials, greeted the visi- 
tors in the east room and listened 
with grave attention to their address, 
setting forth in detail charges that 
German soldiery invading their land 
had killed and tortured men, women 
and children, destroyed art treasures 
an sacked cities. 

Mr. Wilson read his prepared reply. 
“It would be unwise, it would be pre- 
mature,” he said, “for a single gov- 
ernment, it would even be inconsistent 
with the neutral position of any na- 
tion which like this has no part in the 
contest, to form or express a final 
judgment.” 

President to Belgians. 

Addressing the commission the pres- 
ident said: 

“Permit me to say with what sincere 
pleasure I receive you as representa- 
tives of the king of the Belgians, a 
people for whom the people of the 
United States feel so strong a friend- 
ship and admiration, a king for 
whom they entertain so sincere a respect, 
and express my hope that we may have 
many opportunities of earning and de- 
serving their regard. 

“You are not mistaken in believing 
that the people of this country love 
justice, seek the true paths of progress 
and have a passionate regard fer the 
rights of humanity. 

“It is a matter of profound pride to 
me that I am permitted for a time to 
represent such a people and to be their 
spokesman, and I am honored that 
your king should have turned to me 
in time of distress as to one who wishes 
on behalf of the people he represents 
to consider the claims to the impartial 
sympathy of mankind of a nation which 
deems itself wre ged. 

“T thank you for the document you 
have put in my hands containing the 
result of an investigation made by a 
judicial committee appointed by the 
Belgian government to look into the 
matter of which you have come to 
speak. It shall have my most atten- 
tive perusal and my most thoughtful 
consideration. 

Day of Accounting to Come, 

“You will, I am sure, not expect me 
to say more. Presently, I pray God 
very soon, this war will be over. The 
day of accounting will come, when, 
I take it for granted, the nations of 
Europe will assemble to determine a 
settlement. Where wrongs have been

committed their consequences and the 
relative responsibility involved will be 
assessed. 

“The nations of the world have for-' 
tunately by agreement, made a plan for 
such a reckoning and settlement. What 
such a plan Cannot compass, the opin- 
ion of mankind, the final arbiter in 
such matters, will supply. It would 
be unwise, it would be premature for: 
a single government, however fortu-_| 
nately separated from the present’ 
struggle, and it would be inconsistent | 
with the neutral position of any na-'| 
tion which, like this, has no part in the 
contest, to form or express a final 
judgment. 

“I need not assure you that this con- | 
clusion, in which I instinctively feel 
that you will yourselves concur, is 
spoken frankly because in warm friend- 
ship and as the best means of perfect 
understanding between us, an under- 
Standing based upon mutual respect, | 
admiration and cordiality. 

“You are most welcome and we are! 
greatly honored that you should have 
chosen us as the friends before whom

The Belgian Statement. 

The text of the statement of the Bel- | 
gian high commission was as follows: 

“Excellency: His maiesty, the king 
of the Belgians, has charged us with | 
a special mission to the president of! 
the United States. 

“Let me say to you how much we 
feel ourselves honored to have been 
called to express the sentiments of 
our king and of our whole nation to 
the illustrious statesman whom the 
American people have called to the 
highest dignity of the commonwealth. 

“As far as I am concerned, I have 
already been able, during a previous 
trip, to fully appreciate the noble vir- 
tues of the American nation, and I am 
happy to take this opportunity, to ex- 
press the admiration with which they 
inspired me. 

“Ever geince her independence was 
first established, Belgium has been de- 
clared neutral in perpetuity. This neu- 
trality, guaranteed by the powers, has 
recently been violated by one of them. 
Had we consented to abandon our neu- 
trality for the benefit of one of the 
belligerents we would have betrayed 
our obligations toward the others, and 
it was the sense of our international 
obligations as well as that of our dig- 
nity and honor that has driven us to 
resistance. 

“The consequences suffered by the 
Belgian nation were not confined pure- 
ly to the harm occasioned by the forced 
march of an invading army. This 
army not only seized a great portion 
of our territory, but it committed in- 
credible acts of violence, the nature of 
Ned is contrary to the rights of man- 

nd.

“Peaceful inhabitants were massa- 
cred, defenseless women and children 
were outraged, open and undefended 
towns were destroyed, historical and 
religious monuments were reduced to 
dust and the famous library of the 
University of Louvain was given to the 
flames. 

“Our government has appointed a 
judicial commission to make an offi- 
cial investigation, so as to thoroughly 
and impartially examine the facts and 
to determine the responsibility there- 
of, and I will have the honor, ex- 
cellency, to hand over to you the pro- 
ceedings of the inquiry.

American Love of Justice. 


“The American people have always 
displayed its respect for justice, its 
search for progress and an instinct- 
ive attachment for the laws of hu- 
manity. Therefore, it has won a moral 
influence that is recognized by the 
entire world. It is for this reason that 
Belgium, bound as it is to you by 
ties of commerce and increasing friend- 
ship, turns to the American people. at 
this time to let it know the real truth 
of the present situation. Resolved to 
continue its unflinching defense of its 
sovereignty and independence, it deems 
it a duty to bring to the attention of 
the civilized world the innumerable 
grave breaches of right of mankind, of 
which she has been a victim.

The Massacre of Aerschot. 


“Aerschot, a town of 8,000 inhabi- 
tants was invested by the Germans in 
the morning of August 19. No Belgian 
troops remained behind. No sooner had 
the Germans entered the city when 
they began by shooting several inof- 
fensive civilians. In the evening, 
claiming that a superior German of- 
ficer had been shot by the son of the 
burgomaster, or, according to another 
version of their story, that a conspiracy 
had been hatched against the German 
commandant by the burgomaster and 
his family, the Germans took hold of 
every man in the city, carrying them, 
fifty at a time, within some distance 
of the town. There they grouped them 
in lines of four men, made them run 
ahead of them and fired upon them, 
killing them afterward with their bay- 
onets. More than forty men were 
found thus massacred. 

“They pillaged the whole town, tak- 
ing from private residences all they 
could lay their hands on. The follow- 
ing morning they took one man out 
of every three whom they had arrested 
the previous evening, and leading them 
outside the city, shot them. Among 
these were the burgomaster of the 
town, his 15-year-old son and his 
brother. 

“Then they compelled the remaining 
villagers to dig holes to bury their 
victims. 

“For three whole days they continued 
to pillage and set fire to everything 
in their way. 

“About 150 inhabitants ef Aerschot 
are supposed to have thus perished. 

“The largest part of the city Is 
destroyed. Five times the Germans 
tried to set fire to the big church, 
having sacked the interior of its con- 
tents. The town records were destroyed 
or carried off. 

“It must be borne in mind that the 
civil population of Aerschot had been 
repeatedly warned by their bu. somas- 


ter not to offer any resistance or con. 
mit any hostile act towards the invad- 
ers. The Germans shot at the fleeing 
citizens, set fire to private houses and 
sacked them. They wanted to make' 
the victimized citizens declare that 
they, themselves, had set fire to their 
homes. Everywhere along the road of 
the German march the same horrors 
were visible. The witness mentions 
the names of eighteen persons who to 
his Knowledge were massacred at Aer- 
schot. 


The Destruction of Louvain. 


“The German army penetrated into 
Louvain after having set fire to the 
surrounding towns and villages. 

“From the moment of their entrance 
into the city, they requisitioned lodg- 
ing and food for their troops. They 
entered every private bank and looted 
They entered private resi- 
dence and sacked and pillaged th®%m, 
and indulged in orgies of all kidns., 

“They took hostages; all the promi- 
nent men of the city were detained. 
Women and children were outraged and 
illtreated by the soldiers. 

“Previous to the German invasion 
the whole city had been warned re- 
peatedly not to offer any resistance 
to the German troops, or to oppose 
hostile acts. More than that, all arms 
belonging to civilians, down to fenc- 
ing foils, had been ordered deposited 
several days previously in the city 
hall, and there was not a weapon 
found on any civilian. 

“On August 25 an engagement took 
pues in the neighborhood of Louvain 
etween German and Belgian troops. 
The Germans, repulsed and pursued by 
the Belgian troops, retreated towards 
Louvain in full panic. Many wit- 
nesses testify that at that moment 
the German garrison in Louvain was 
erroneously informed that Belgians 
were entering the city. Immediately 
the German garrison, stationed at 
Louvain, withdrew towards the sta- 
tion, where they clashed with their 


own troops which were being pursued ; 


by the Belgians. Everything - seems 
to point to the fact that a contact took 
place. 

“From that moment, pretending 
that Belgian civillans had fired on 
German troops, the Germans began 
bombarding the city and kept up their 
bombardment until 10 o’clock that 
night. At the place where the affray 
started not a single body was found 
of a civilian, proving that the popula- 
ener had not participated in the shoot- 
ng. 

Famous Library Burned. 


“The houses which had not taken 
fire were set ablaze by rockets. The 
largest part of the city of Louvain, 
especially the ‘Hauteville,’ that is to 
say, the part comprising the modern 
houses, the cathedral of St. Peter, the 
university halls with the old and fa- 
mous library of the university, its 
manuscripts, its collections and scien- 
tific institutions, the theater and many 
more buildings were consumed by 
flames. 

“The fire continued for several days. 
Numerous corpses of civilians covered 
the streets and squares. An eye-wit- 
ness testified that in one place he

counted more than fifty charred 
bodies; many persons who had taken 
refuge in their cellars trying to escape 
and falling into the furnace of the 
blazing city. 

“The fire started a little above the 
American college, the city is entirely 
destroyed with the exception of the 
city hall and the station. The fire 
continued four days and, far from try- 
ing to stop it, the Germans seemed on 
the contrary, trying to feed it by 
throwing straw into it. The cathedral 
and the theater were consumed by the 
flames -and fell into ruins. The li- 
brary of the university is destroyed. 
The town resembles an old city in 
ruins, in the midst of which drunken 
soldiers were carousing, carrying 
around bottles of wines and liquor— 
the officers themselves were installed 
in armchairs, drinking like their own 
men. 

“The proceedure of the Germans 
seems to be the same everywhere— 
first of all they requisition food and 
drink, of which they partake to the 
point of drunkenness. Then they be- 
gin to shoot wildly from the windows 
of abandoned houses, declaring the 
inhabitants have\fired on them. Then 
the firing and shooting scenes begin 
and murder and especially pillage and 
acts of cold cruelty are witnessed, 
neither age nor sex is respected. Even 
where they claim to know the perpe- 
trator of the deed they allege, the Ger- 
mans do not content themselves with 
executing summarily the culprit—they 
wreak their vengeance on the whole 
town. After a first massacre, some- 
what at random, they shut the men 
into the cHurches and order the wom- 
en to ge back to their homes and 
leave the door open. 

“In several instances civilians were 
sent to Germany to be compelled there, 
it seems, to labor in the flelds, as was 
done in the days of slavery. 


New Atrocities Reported. 


“Since collecting the foregoing tes- 
timony the following cables regarding 
the same subjects were received from 
the minister of foreign affairs of Bel- 
gium: 

“September 8.—You have received 
the reports of the commission of Au- 
gust 25 and 31. Since then a great 
many localities, situated in the Vil- 
vorde-Malines-Louvain triangle, an ex- 
tremely fertile and densely populated 
district, have veen partially pillaged 
and totally destroyed by fire. Their 
inhabitants have fled, while a num- 
ber of them, among others women and 
children, were arrested and shot with- 
out trial and without apparent reason 
except to inspire the population with 
terror. This was done in Sempst, 
Weerde, Elewyt, Hofstade, Wespelaer, 
Wilsele, Bueken, Eppeghem, Houtehm, 
Themeloo, Tistelt, Gelrode and Herent. 
At Wavre, where the population was 
unable to pay a big levy, fifty-six 
houses were set on fire. The largest 
part of Cortenberg is burnt. To ex- 
cuse these attacks the Germans allege 
an army of civilians resisted them. Ac- 
cording to trustworthy testimony, no 
provocations can be proved at Vis, 
Aerschot, Louvain, Wavre and in other 
localities situated in the Malines-Lou- 
vain-Vilvorde district, where fire was 
set and massacres committed several 
days after the German occupation. 

‘September 15.—Inform the Belgian 
commission that the Belgian committee 
on inquiry continues to report ruins and 
devastations and pillage, systematical- 
ly organized by German troops in the 
towns invested by them. The city of 
Termonde was destroyed without any 
hostile participation on the part of the 
civilian population. Out of § 1,400 
houses only 295 remain  standing— 
others were destroyed by fire and razed 
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to the ground after the Germans en- | 


tered the city.

WILSON ANSWERS 


GERMAN KAISER. 

Washington, . September 16.—Preési- 
dent Wilson today replied to the mes- 
sage recently received from Emperor 
William protesting against the alleged 
use by the allies of dum-dum bul- 
lets. He said he had read the com- 
munication with the gravest concern, 
but that it would be unwise and pre- 
mature for the United States to ex- 
press any final Judgment in the con- 
troversy. 

The message was almost identical 
with the speech made by the presi- 
dent to the Belgian commission which 
protested against alleged German 
atrocities. 

A cablegram replying to the protest 
of President Poincare of France, who 
charged that the Germans were using 
dum-dum bullets, also was prepared. 
It was not made public, but was known 
to follow closely the text of the presi- 
dent’s message to Emperor William, 
which was as follows: 

The text of the president’s reply to 
Emperor William was as follows: 

“] received your imperial majesty’s 
important communication of the 7th 
and have read it with gravest interest 
and concern. I am nonored that you 
should have turned to me for an im- 
partial judgment as the representa- 
tive of a people truly disinterested as

respects the present war and truly de- 
sirous of knowing and accepting the 
truth. 

“You will, I am sure, not expect me 
to say more. Presently, I pray God 
very soon, this war will be over. The 
day of accounting will then coms 
when I take it for granted the nations 
of Europe will assemble to determine 
a settlement. Where wrongs have 
been committed their consequences and 
the relative responsibility invodlved 
will be assessed. The nations of the 
world have fortunately, by agreement, 
made a plan for such a reckoning and 
settlement. What such a plan cannot 
compass, the opinion of mankind, the 
final arbiter of all such matters, will 
supply. It would be unwise, it would 
be premature, for a single government, 
however fortunately separated from 
the present strugele, it would even be 
inconsistent with the neutral position 
of any nation which like this has no 
part in the contest, to form or express 
a final judgment. 

“I speak thus frankly because I 
know that you will expect and wish 
me to do so as one friend should to 
another and because I feel sure that 
such a reservation of judgment until 
the end of the war, when all its events 
and circumstances_can be seen in their 
entirety and in their true relations, 
will commend itself to you as a true 
expression of sincere neutrality.

AUSTRIAN SLAVS AD 
SOLDIERS OF RUSSIA 


London, September 16.—Samuel 
Rezner, whose address is given as 34 
East Fifty-eighth street, New York 
city, arrived in London today from 
Halicz, a town of Austria-Hungary, 
near the Russian border, after having 
seen much of the fighting between the 
Austrians and Russians. 

Rezner was visiting a brother, a 
farmer, when the war began. He 
says the Galicians are so friendly to 
the Russians and unfriendly to the 
Austrians that they showed the Rus- 
Sian army all the roads in the prov- 
ince and gave full information con- 
cerning the Austrian troops and their 
movements, enabling the invaders to 
make successful excursions. Finally 
the Austrian generals removed the 
Slav troops from Galicia, replacing 
them with soldiers who are bitter 
enemies of the Russians. 

“The fighting became so bad that 
my brother and I decided to take a 
team and drive away from the line,” 
said Rezner. “We saw fighting at 
Haliz, Nisznow and _ several other 
towns. The Austrians were unsuo- 
cessful because the Russians seemed 
to have complete information about 
their movements. Even after the Aus- 
trian troops which sympathized with 
Russia were replaced by others, the 
Russians continued their successes. 
Cossacks preceded the Russian army, 
scouting in small detachments. Their 
information was so complete that they 
seemed able to evade the Austrians.” 

He added that there is great terror 
throughout western Austria-Hungary 
because of the Russian advance. Vien- 
na is quiet, though there is fear that 
the Russians will overrun the capital.

In spite of the confusion 
and errors which arose from a strange 
tongue, there was almost no friction of 
any sort. 

“The German soldiers were punctil- 
ously considerate and polite to women 
and children, apologizing for the dis- 
comfort they were causing. Upon leav- 
ing a house where they had been 

iven shelter, I have seen them shake 
Rands with the peasant women, or in 
some cases, with the gentle woman of 
a Belgian villa, as pleasantly as if they 
were bidding adieu to their hostess at 
a week-end house party. 

“So many instances of this) sort are 
at hand that a recital of them. would 
be tedious. I have seen German sol- 
diers helping Belgian women with their 
house work and playing with the chil- 
dren. Naturally inclined to be gruff 
with their soldiers, the German officers 
always turned to their French prison- 
ers with a pleasant word and treated 
them with every consideration. Not a 
single exception to this civility toward 
prisoners has come to my attention.

WOMAN ON STRETCHER 
IS FINED AS TRESS 


Mrs. J. J. Flahive Pleads Guilty 
to Violation of Prohi- 
bition Law. 


Macon, Ga., September 16.—(Special.)

At another small town in that vicin- 
ity an individual bearing on his arm a 
badge inscribed “English interpreter,” 
and who had in his pockets other arm 
badges for special circumstances, was 
arrested while seeking information of 
the movement of troops. A number of 
the spies taken into custody speak 
English, and claim to be either Eng- | 
lishmen or Americans.

GREAT BANK PROPOSED 
FOR STATE OF TEXAS 


Austin, Texas, September 16.—Gov- 
ernor Colquitt today submitted his plan 
for a “Bank of Texas,’ capitalized at 
$20,000,000, to the legislature in a spe- 
cial message. State banks are required 
to subscribe $2,500,000 of the stock of 
the proposed central bank, and the 
board of education to subscribe $17,500,- 
000 for the school fund. 

Governor Colquitt says the proposed 
central state bank could arrange to par- 
ticipate in the workings of the federal 
reserve system. 

The bank is intended to enable the 
state to meet financial emergencies, to 
administer the permanent state school 
fund, act as custodian of the state bank 
guaranty fund and as reserve agent 
for state banks. Nine directors would 
govern the bank, composed of three 
members of the board of education, 
three men nominated by them and three 
nominated by the state banks.

DR. HALL 1S BACK FROM 


CONFERENCE ON PEACE 


Convention Was .. Progress in 
Germany When Hos- 
tilities Began. 


Dr. J. J. Hall, of Atlanta, director of 
the American Peace society for the 
south Atlantic states, and secretary of 
the Georgia Peace society, has return- 
ed to Atlanta from the Church Peace 
conference, at Constance, Germany, 
which was interrupted after having 
held two sessions by the outbreak of 
European hostilities. 

Dr. Hall declared that the present 
war has convinced him of two things: 
First, that militarism does not pre- 
vent war; second, as he gathered from 
the attitude of the people of Germany 
and England while he was there, that 
the people of those two nations did not 
want war. 

“Any nation which is continually pre- 
paring for war,” says Dr. Hall, “win 
most certainly have war.”’ 

Dr. Hall left New York July 15 last 
for the peace conference in Constance, 
which conference was promoted by 
Andrew Carnegie. After the confer- 
ence had held two sessions the break 
came between Germany and Russia. 
At the conference there were eighty 
delegates, representing twelve nations. 

When the mobilization of troops be- 
gan in Germany, Dr. Hall and other 
delegates were placed aboard a train 
furn ed by the German government 
and carried from Constance, which is 
near the Swiss border, through Alsace- 
Lorraine to Cologne. From there Dr. 
Hall proceeded to London. 

German mobilization began on July 
$1, the day that Dr. Hall left Con- 


stance, and all the way through Ger- 
many the windows of his train were 
closed and none of the passengers were 
allowed to look out. 

Dr. Hall remained in London two 
days. This was before war was de- 
clared in England, but Dr. Hall states 
that the attitude of the people was 
then very much opposed to war.

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OVER IN MEXICO. 
Mexico is to have another unhampered 
chance at self-government. The United 
States troops, which have occupied Vera 
Cruz since April 21, have been ordered home 
and the Mexicans are again to be placed on 

' probation in the exacting art of self-govern- 


ment. 

Prophecy as to the outcome is just as 
hazardous as it has been since Porfirio Diaz 
took asylum in Europe. 

It is yet to be established if the Mexicans 
have wearied of revolt and revolution, if 
they are willing to settle down peaceably to 
@ trial of truly democratic government, and 
if enough statesmanship exists in the coun- 
txy to handle the multifarious problems that 
rress for attention. 

It is likely we shall see the first real test 
of the status after October 1. On that date 
the military chiefs of Mexico will assemble 
and elect a provisional president. To him 
Carranza will hand over the reins of author- 
ity. No intimation has thus far been given 
as to the man upon whom the choice would 
fall. Much will depend upon his personality, 
and much will depend upon the co-operation 
tendered him by the various big and petty 
chieftains who have led the federal and the 
insurrectionary forces. 

Whoever may be selected, and whatever 
may be the outcome of the regular elections 
to come ‘later, there can be no discounting 
the formidable nature of the problems that 
confront Mexico. The land question alone 
ig staggering. Through the gradual process 
ef the decades, and by every legal and ille- 
gal shift devisable, land has been segre- 
gated from the lower classes, composing the 
peons, the latt r degraded into a condition 
little removed from slavery, and power and 
wealth centered in a few sources. 

If the men who successively forced the 
retirement of Diaz and of Huerta can un- 
tangle this problem, which is the paramount 
one, they will go far toward permanent 
peace and stable government. Much, also, 
will depend upon the co-operation of Villa, 
Obregon and all the commanders who have 
at different times been under arms. If they 

will curb their personal ambitions and culti- 
- yate a little patience and forbearance in 
themselves and their followers, all will be 
well. 

At least the United States has thus far 
been spared the forbidding expense and or- 
deal of intervention. In face of jingoism, 
the administration's policy thus far stands 
justified. 


THE WAR TAX. 


The emergency war taxes agreed upon 
by the house caucus, and shortly to be em- 
bodied in a bill to be reported by the ways 
and means committee, will not please every- 
one. The special levies of the Spanish- 
American war are revived almost in toto, 
and other imposts are made which are not 
calculated to enhance the joy of the classes 
particularly affected. It is estimated that 
the measure will produce about $105,000,000 
in revenue. Since all estimates of the reve- 
nue-producing powers of laws are tentative, 
it is just as well that there is a $5,000,000 
extra as leeway, as the deficit in federal in- 
come created by the European war is esti- 
mated at something approximating $100,- 
000,000. 

Two compensations, if there can be any 
compensation in unexpected taxation, offer. 
They are that the tax is likely to be short- 
lived, and that it would, necessarily, have 
been much larger had the country, as it was 
prior to tariff reform, been depending 
largely on customs receipts for revenue. 

The tax will last ne longer than the 

European war, and it requires no especial 
| pptimism to see signs of a lull already in 
4 - that quarter.

HOUSE CANNOT AFFORD TOBE | 


LESS LIBERAL THAN SENATE 


The senate of the United States has already gone a long way toward meeting the 
unprecedented crisis in the southern states by its passage of emergency currency 


measures. 


. ae house of representatives presents the paradoxical, if not amazing, spectacle of 
balking where the senate patriotically met the issue. 

The Constitution hopes, and believes, the hesitation of the house is only temporary. 

The measures which afford at least a basis of relief to the south passed the senate 


by a non-partisan vote. 


These same measures seem to be delayed in the house by democratic and southern 


sources. 


That condition is contradictory; to put it mildly. 

Mr. Mann, of Illinois, the republican house leader, states that he will interpose no 
objection to the concurrence in the senate program. 

The democratic party has a huge majority in the house and is dominated by south- 
ern men, who must be familiar with the situation in their own section and the predicament 


of their own constituents. 


Yet there is vacillating, and even the suggestion of definite antagonism to the plan 


put through the senate. 


The senate, with a precarious democratic margin, loses relatively little time in dis- 


charging a plain duty. 


The house, with an overwhelming democratic margin, marks time. 
The south, in the meantime, continues uncertain of what relief it may expect from 


the federal government. 


With every claim upon the house of representatives, with every expectation that ac- 
tion. shall. there be incomparably more prompt and spontaneous than in the senate, the 
south is treated to. the old game of procrastination, talk, shifting. : 

The Constitution puts the democrats of the house, the southern democrats, on 
notice that this policy does not appeal to the southern people! 

It has come to a disquieting pass when the south is made to cool its heels in 


anxious waiting in the house of its friends. 


The millions of cotton growers cannot be censured for their impatience and their 


criticism. 


They know this very same house has found excuse for other projects; that it can 
slather money from the treasury right and left for almost every appealing interest— 

Save the one which involves the welfare of a whole section. 

Under the circumstances, The Constitution refuses to believe otherwise than that the 
hesitation of the house must be perfunctory and of short duration. 

With every right to an answer, the people wait to hear from the house.

of readjustment after the war the tax may 
be continued. But it can hardly apply for 
more than one year, the term now estimated 
by the administration. 

Under the high protective system, and 
before the efa&ctment of the income tax, it 
would have been imperative to levy a much 
more formidable emergency impost to meet 
a big deficit. The fact that the burden of 
government maintenance has been read- 
justed will make the slight additional load 
almost imperceptible. 

If congress wil! exercise economy in 
“pork barrel’ projects, and this is a most 
excellent time to practice economy in that 
direction, the people will suffer less from 
this emergency tax. There are a good many 
government expenditures congressmen re- 
gard as “necessary” that the people do not 
regard as necessary, and now is a good time 
to separate the sheep from the goats. 

At any rate, we are all in the same boat. 
It is a condition and not a theory we are 
facing, and the more cheerfully we do so the 


better for our peace of mind in other direc- ‘ 


tions. 


ORGANIZING FOR TRADE. 

The Atlanta Chamber of Commerce is to 
be congratulated on the response it is re- 
ceiving to its plans for a conference, to be 
held October 6-7, to discuss ways and means 
whereby southwestern and southeastern 
manufacturers may extend their foreign 
trade. M. H. Smith, president of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad, has given the 
project his cordial indorsement. John Howe 
Peyton, president of the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad, has done like- 
wise, and leading southern manufacturers 
and business men have signified intention to 
be present or be represented. 

The broader the scope of this gathering 
the more tangible will be ultimate results. 
The war in Europe has brought to the 
south, and to America, the opportunity of a 
lifetime to extend their business relations 
throughout Central and South America, and 
the Orient. The Constitution urges that the 
promoters of the conference make the sub- 
jects as inclusive as possible, ranging the 
entire breadth of southern manufacturers. 

It will also be a good idea to invite here 
northern capitalists, with a view to taking 
advantage of the opportunity by investing 
money in southern plants, branches of north- 
ern manufactures and new plants. 

We should have here, too, the diplomatic 
and, if possible, the trade representatives of 
as many of the countries affected as can 
reach Atlanta in time. Here is a tremen- 
dous new field opened to us almost as by 
magic, and it is going to require quick, 
courageous and far-seeing efforts to make 
the most of it. 

Talk is not going to organize the south 
to win its share of commerce in South 
America and the Orient. Organization will 
be required, investigation and a systematic 
determination to adapt what we-have to 
offer to what our prospective customers 
need. Already we are told that South 
America is demoralized by the sudden shut- 
ting off of European supplies. If we are to 
step into the breach at all and stay there 
after Europe stops fighting, there is no time 
to be lost. 

The financial side of our enlarged trade 
boundaries will not be so difficult of man- 
agement. Under the new federal reserve 
system branch banks can be established in 
And the opportunity 
is so tempting and substantial that it should 
not be difficult to enlist northern capital in 
directing the south’s surplus resources into 
this new and remunerative channel

THE BAYONET CHARGE. 

Observers of the European war must 
have been impressed by one significant 
fact, and that is the survival of the bayonet 
in its old power to inspire terror and, ex- 
pressing it crudely, to “get results.” 

Military experts have been fond of tell- 
ing us that, henceforth, war would be con- 
ducted at long range, and that hand-to-hand 
fighting would become practically obsolete. 

That theory has been unceremoniously 
upset by developments on the battlefields of 
the continent. 

It is true that the greatest slaughter has 
been done at long range—by siege guns, by 
high-power rifles, by shrapnel and shell, by 
quick-firing guns and other devil’s devices 
for wholesale murder. 

But if you will follow the history of the 
critical moments in the battles, the turning 
points, in fact, you will find that the bayonet 
played a conspicuous part, not only in the 
western, but also in the eastern theater of 


war. 

The formula for the use of the bayonet 
to the highest point of effectiveness does not 
seem to have changed greatly since the civil 
war. 

It seems to be employed with the great- 
est efficacy after the enemy has been terri- 
fied by a gruelling with artillery and 
musketry. 

Then comes the charge, and the way the 
allies, especially the English, carried all be- 
fore them in the introduction of the bayonet 
to the demoralized Germans is dramatic, to 
say the least. 

It requires a vast amount of physical, not 
to say moral, courage to withstand a line of 
charging, shouting and cursing men rushing 
on with the speed and implacability of ma- 
chinery, each one handling dextrously a 
steel point in a manner to do the most good. 
Of course, it requires also an even higher 
degree of courage on part of those making 
the charge, since from the moment they 
leave the trenches, they are subject to a 
withering fire from every angle. But it has 
again been demonstrated that when a bayo- 
net charge is successful it is one of the most 
demoralizing and decisive influences in mod- 
ern warfare. It turns the tide when all the 
modern weapons fall flat. 

Cavalry charges, too, of the sort that 
made Pickett and Forrest famous, are play- 
ing their part in the struggle. After all, 
cold steel survives, despite the advances we 
have made since the middle ages.

STILL FINDING WAYS 
OUT OF COTTON TANGLE 


The passage of time does not affect fer- 
tility of suggestions from southerners who 
are watching the paramount cotton problem. 

' Here are more specimens: . 


No Big 1915 Crop. 


Editor Constitution: Your editorial, “Acre- 
age Will Be Héld Down, Now Let House 
Act,” is the best and most timely thing 
recently said on this cotton situation, for the 
impression has gone out all over the nation 
that the south could and would plant a full 
ais next year. 

hat impression cut the heart out of every 
effort to help with this crop. 

I have been utterly surprised that no 
leading paper of this state has not long 
ago sent out a batch of reporters to inter- 
view farmers, bankers and supply men and 
prove to the world the utter impossibility 
for cotton to be planted any year, to say 
nothing of the coming year, without the 
help of banks and factors, and the men who 
make and sell guano. 

That “it is time to act” is clearly proven 
by the experience of a neighbor of mine, 
who, last Saturday, went to the supply house 
that has been furnishing all his needs this 
season, to get fifty-five dollars to pay his 
cotton pickers. 

The supply men told him they were very 
sorry but they did not have it. He told 
them that he had thirty-seven bales of cot- 
ton picked out and in the seed, but that if 
they would not let him have it on the cotton, 
to let him have it on a thousand bales of 
hay. Still they refused. He then applied to 
a bank with the same success, and it was 
only after a most earnest and persistent ef- 
fort that he finally secured the money. 

He had been doing business with these 
parties for years; he is a farmer who sells 
hay, corn and oats as well as cotton every 
year. He has twenty-five bales of cotton to 
be picked. He owes these people $800 for 
guano, and perhaps as much more for sup- 
plies. Nothing but the closeness of money 
would cause them to hesitate to help this 
man save the crop that was to save them- 
selves. Now, how on earth can this man 
plant a big crop next year, when his backers 
hardly let him have enough money to save 
the crop they already have money in? 

Will somebody please tap the next man in 
the head with a club who states in the sen- 
ate, or in the papers, that there is any chance 
for a big cotton crop next year under exist- 


ing conditions?

Advocates Cotton Tax. 

Editor Constitution: It strikes me that 
you are correct in your position that the 
national government should do something to 
relieve the cotton situation in the south. 

Let’s drop the propositions to call extra 
sessions of the various southern legislatures. 
It would take too long for that course to 
bring relief. This is a time when congress 
should be the source from which to look for 
immediate relief. 

Senator Smith has succeeded in passing 
the warehouse bill. We should also have a 
cotton tax bill, which would reduce the 
acreage and place the tax direct on pounds 
of lint cotton produced instead of on the 
acreage. 

If this tax were to be forwarded, minus 
collector’s commission, to the United States 
treasurer, for the establishment of a “cotton 
fund,” it could be used to reimburse the gov- 
ernment for any deficit that it might sustain 
in case the warehouse plan should be used. 
The law could be so framed as to let the 
president declare it null and void when the 
European war is over. If, after this has 
been done, any of the fund ig left, it could 
be sent back to the ginners, who could re- 
a to the customers who contributed the 
ax. 

Under this system cotton could be valued 
at 12 cents per pound and certificates at 
10 cents per pound could be issued.

Insure Cotton. 

J. P. Taylor, of the big tobacco firm of 
Taylor Bros., Winston-Salem, N. C., writes 
The Constitution that he has written a per- 
tinent letter to Representative Underwood, 
chairman of the house ways and means com- 
mittee, and Senator Simmons, chairman of 
the senate finance committee, of which the 
substance is as follows: 

The government does not seem to have 
had any difficulty in getting into the insur- 
ance business. It has guaranteed private 
ocean shippers against loss of private prop- 
erty on account of the European war. Then, 
why in the name of common sense can it 
not guarantee the cotton and tobacco farmers 
against loss on account of the same war? 
Everyone, with any sort of _ reflection, 
knows that but for the war cotton would 
be selling at 12 to 13 cents per pound. But 
the same war has brought it down to 6% and 
7% cents per pound. 

Now, the cotton is worth 12 cents per 
pound. Why should not the government 
take steps to buy the cotton at 10 cents 
and notify the cotton users that they will 
not be able to buy of the government for 
less than 11 cents per pound and add interest 
and charges for storing and insurance? 

You will see that the price of cotton 
would at once go to ten cents over the whole 
country. Such a course would at once also 
put up prices of leaf tobacco, for the cotton 
farmers are great users of tobacco, propor- 
tionately larger than any other section, and 
they would have the money to pay for it. 
The currency issued for payment for cotton 
should be legal tender and retired as fast as 
the government sells the cotton. 

Now, as chairman of the senate finance 
committee and the house ways and means 
committee, you two can render the most 
signal service to your country if you will 
do this. The government would not and 
could not lose a cent, and in view of what 
the government has done in marine insur- 


ance with a possibility of loss, there seems 


to be no reason why the government should 
not undertake to solve the cotton question 
at no possible loss, using the internal revenue 
forces and the postoffice forces, already 
organized all over the country, to pay for 
the cotton and see after the grading and 
storing, and notify all concerned that no 
government purchases would be made after 
Ist of July, 1915.

It cost the farmer at least 10 cents to 
raise cotton and we ought to do what we 
can for the one who feeds us all to get at 
least cost for his labor.

Reduction the One Thing. 


Editor Constitution: I have read your 
editorial in Monday’s Constitution entitled 
“Acreage Will Be Held Down; Now Let House 
Act,” with a great deal of interest. You are 
due a great many thanks of the people of 
the south for pressing this matter, and our 
mass meeting of a thousand men appreti- 
ates your work, even if there does exist the 
remarkable coincidence of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution, Senator Hoke Smith and Thomas 
E. Watson all favoring the repeal of the 
10 per cent tax on state bank notes of 
issue. 

But you are in error as to the acreage 
being cut down in 1915. You say the mer- 
chants and bankers will control and force 
a reduction. The wish is father to the 
thought, for I know and I tell The Constitu- 
tion that the acreage will not be cut unless 
we have some kind of drastk legislation, 
either state or federal, to cause it. 

We had 4 and 5-cent cotton in the nine- 
ties. I held two crops myself for two years 
and closed out at 8%. Then they realized 
just as much as now that the acreage ought 
to be cut. The alliance was in full blast, 
electing every officer from bailiff to gov- 
ernor. and with all this power they resolved 
and resolved again and again and every- 
where to reduce. But they did not do it, 
even at 5 cents a pound, 3 cents lower than 
at this time. The small farmer said, “It 
takes two bales now where it took one before 
and I am obliged to plant more.” The banker 
was there, too, and he furnished the money; 
and so was the merchant and he furnished 
the supplies. Bankers loan money to the 
man who can make a good note and furnish

the collateral, and there isn’t much sentiment | | 


in this business of loaning money. I dare 
say a man from Walton county might ae 
fo Atlanta tomorrow with gilt-edge collat- 
eral, two and three to one, and try to borrow 
some of that money piled up-:there in the 
banks and the reply would be we have to 
take care of our Atlanta customers who have 
accounts with us. So it is with merchants. 
They prefer mortgages and landlord liens 
on cotton instead of peas, corn, wheat or 
fodder. It is strictly cold business and 
sentiment is pushed to the rear. 

And the farmers. They will all agree 
unanimously that the solution of the matter 
is to raise their own supplies and reduce 
the acreage in cotton; and they will all agree 
and promise to do that very thing, and 
when they separate to go home they will 
not get 100 yards from where they settled 
the question before every man of them will 
shake hig head to himself and say, “Well, 
now is the time for me to make my Jack; 
all them other fellows are going to plant 
corn and oats. I'll just be dog-gone if I 
don't plant the whole thing in cotton.” 

I ap one myself. While I raise my sup- 
plies, don’t reduce cotton acreage. I guess 
we farmers ail just simply tell these inno- 
cent lies about reducing. 

The solution of this question rests on 
acreage reduction. Without it the south 
faces bankruptcy. Cotton mill men as a 
general thing want big acreage all the time. 
I am a cotton mill man, too, but I will let 
my interest here go for the general good. 

There is only one way to reduce acreage 
in cotton and that is by drastic legislation. 
The patient must have the knife or he is 
a dead man. The states or congress must 
do the work by legislation. Without it the 
acreage will be increased, for the bulls will 
say, “Cotton wiH soar after the war/is 
over.” i 

Now, if The Constitution would only get 
behind acreage reduction by law and secure 
the necessary legislation the country would 
be saved and the best lesson ever would be 
learned by the farmers of the south.

The supply merchant and bank- 
er agreeing in this event to extend the time 
of payment of said debt until said cotton 
will bring 10 cents per pound, basis middling 
cotton. 

Third. All parties agreeing to not plant 
over five acres per mule or horse for the 
year 1915, or aid or abet anyone doing same. 

This, I think, is the only solution of the 
matter, and is easy to do. The first anc 
second propositions are easy if the merchan. 
and banker only want to do so and any claim 
to the contrary is only false and is to cover 
some other branch of that merchant and 
banker's business. 

I reluctantly write this letter, but last 
week I moticed a merchant here had become 
frightened and was selling his cotton and 
urging others to sell. 

I went to him and asked why he 
doing this. He said he had talked 
bankers and business men and that 
advised same. I heard the president of a 
large national bank saying farmers must 
sell at 8 cents or less to pay their debts. 

I told him that there was plenty of 
money and debts could be financed, and he 
plainly said his and other banks would not 
do so. I also heard others advocating the 
same thing. 

It is to stop such men I am writing this 
letter. I have nothing against these men, 
but they will ruin the country if not stopped, 
and stop it we can if we unitedly stand up 
to them and make them do their duty by us 
and the south. 

The administration at Washington has 
done its part and if these men won't do 
theirs let’s see if we can’t make them. 

All this talk about a large 1915 crop is 
all rot. The banker will not furnish the 
money if conditions do not change, and they 


know it full well.

Trying New Crops. 
(From The Cleveland Plain-Dealer.) 

To a northerner it looks as if the depart- 
ment of agriculture at Washington had an 
opportunity of rare occurrence to popularize 
crop rotation in the south. This is what 
soil experts have been declaring for years 
about southern agriculture, that the ground 
needed a rest from unending crops of cotton. 

Just at present the cotton growers of 
the south are in a predicament. Much of 
this year’s crop is going into warehouses, 
there to be held until opening overseas com- 
merce makes it possible to transport raw 
cotton to the idle spindles of Europe. 

Some of the cotton ordinarily shipped to 
Europe will be taken by the cotton mills of 
the south and of New England, which ex- 
pect to sell their increased output in South 
America and elsewhere. Up and down the 
Connecticut and Merrimac valleys the mill 
people already are enjoying accelerated 
business. 

But despite the increased domestic con- 
sumption of raw cotton, it seems inevitable 
that much of this year’s cotton, which is 
said to be a fair, average crop, will remain 
unsold for weeks, possibly months, tying up 
capital and working other hardships. 

In this situation, the national agricul- 
tural department sees a chance to persuade 
the farmers of the south into the wisdom of 
planting part of their land to crops other 
than cotton. That the soil will benefit has 
been proved often enough, but the preachers 
of rotation have always been unable to 
evercome the dislike of thousands of south- 
ern farmers, including hundreds of negro 
tenants, to try anything new. Cotton had 
been the staple for years. A bale of cotton 
was almost as good as the gold in hand. 
Against tradition and the ready saleability 
of cotton, those who pleaded for the future 
of the land could make little headway. 

Now the European war puts another ar- 
row in the quiver of the agricultural ex- 
perts. Obviously the farmer must raise « 
crop which he can sell.

AS HEADQUARTERS 


500 Old Soldiers Gather at 
Annual Reunion—General 
Bennett Young Present .as 
Guest of Honor. 


Macon, Ga., September 16.—(Special.) 
The Georgia division of United Confed- 
erate veterans convened in annual re- 
union here today with an attendance 
of 500, General Bennett H. Young, of 
Louisville, Ky., commander-in-chief of 
the United Confederate veterans, being 
a guest of honor. At an informal meet- 
ing tonight arranged by the Sons of 
Veterans, General Young and Governor- 
elect Nat E. Harris, of Macon, were 
the speakers. A ball at the Volunteers’ 
armory brought the first days’ pro- 
gram to a close. 

One of the main features of the first 
day was the amending of the constitu- 
tion, making Macon the permanent 
headquarters of the Georgia divisino. 
The amendment was introduced by Cap- 
tain John A. Cobb, of Sumter camp, 
Americus, and was unanimously adopt- 
ed. It also provides that the adjutant 
general shall be elected by the divis- 
ion instead of being appointed by the 
division commander, and that his term 
of office shall be permanent. 

The veterans thoroughly enjoyed the 
morning entertainment arranged by 
General W. J. Preston; of Macon, divis- 
ion commander, and between numbers 
they reveled in meeting of old com- 
rades and discussing the war between 
the states. 

Address by Burroughs. 

Dr. W. H. Burroughs, of Brunswick, 
made the principal address of the morn- 
ing, his subject being “Jefferson 
Davis.” He lauded the president of the 
confederacy and called on the veterans 
to use every power they have to per- 
petuate his memory and to see that 
the history concerning him is properly 
and authentically kept and handed 
down to the next generation. 

Miss Regina Rambo, of Marietta, be- 
loved of all Georgia veterans and by 
thousands of veterans of other states, 
who met her at the reunion in Macon 
in 1912, delighted the veterans in her 
response to Dr. Burroughs. She said 
she blessed the day she first learned to 
love the veterans and pledged her life 
to them anew. 

Mayor Bridges Smith delivered an ad- 
dress of welcome to the veterans, ex- 
tending to them the privileges of the 
city and paying tribute to their loyalty 
to the south and their bravery on the 
battlefield.

RANGE OF WAR TAXES 
PROPOSED BY DEMOCRATS 


Bank Checks, Telegraph and 
Telephone Messages Are In- 
cluded in List. 


Washington, September 16.— As 
agreed upon by the democratic caucus 
and administration leaders, the war 
revenue bill was re-framed today to 
eliminate the freight tax and provide 
special levies. In addition to wine, 
beer and gasoline, taxes previously 
agreed upon, it will tax banks with 
capital and surplus not exceeding $25,- 
000, $50 a year and $2 for each ad- 
ditional $1,000; stock brokers $50; pawn 
brokers $20; commercial brokers $20; 
custom house brokers $10: proprietors 
of theaters, museums and concert halls 
$100: circuses $100; pubdlic exhibitions 
$10: bowling alleys and bDilliara halls 
$5 per alley or table; dealers in leaf 
tobacco $6 to $24 according to volume 
of business; dealers in tobacco $12; 
manufacturers of tobacco and cigars 
$6 to $24. 

The stamp taxes proposed, subject 
to probable revision by the committee, 
in detail are as follows: 

Bank checks 2 cents; 
of exchange inland 2 cents for each 
$100; certificates of deposit 2 cents; 
promissory notes 2 cents for each $100; 
money orders 2 cents per $100; express 
receipts 1 cent; freight receipts or do- 
mestic bills of lading 1 cent; telephone 
messages costing 15 cents or more 1 
cent; bonds 50 cents; certificates of 
deposit 2 cents per $100; certificate of 
damage 25 cents; certificates not other- 
wise specified 10 cents; charters $3 to 
$10; brokers contract 10 cents; con- 
veyances 50 cents for each $500; tele- 
graph messages 1 cent; life insurance 
policies 8 cents on each $100; marine, 
inland, fire, casualty, fidelity and guar- 
anty one-half of 1 per cent; leases 25 
cents to $1; mortgage or conveyance 
in trust 25 cents for each $1,500; power 
of attorney to vote 10 cents; power of 
attorney to sell 25 cents; protests 25 
cents; warehouse receipts 25 cents. 

Republican senators tonight declared 
that the final action of the democratic 
caucus in approving a form of taxa- 
tion adopted by the republican congress 
in 1898 would not deter them in their 
opposition. They insist that conditions 
now vastly differ from those of the 
Spanish-American war. Their argu- 
ment will be based on the democratic 
revision of the tariff, which they will 
maintain, is responsible for vast falling 
off in the revenues.

To Participate 
InWorld Series 


Chicago, September 16.—A chance for 
the Federal league to participate in the 
world’s series was asked today in a 
letter from James A. Gilmore, presi- 
dent of the Federal league, to mem- 
bers of the national baseball commis- 
sion. Mr. Gilmore declared the nation- 
al agreement did not prohibit the 
clubs in organized baseball pote an 
outside club, outlined the claims of the 
Federals to be regarded as a major 
league, and contended that no club 
could rightfully claim the world’s 
championship until it had met the pen- 
nant winner of the Federal league. 

Chicago, September 16.—‘“Our organ- 


ization is backed by business men of 


high standing, who stand for every 
principle which leads to the improve- 
ment of the game of baseball,” he 
wrote. 

“The federal league has on its roster 
many stars of world-wide fame and has 
gathered about it as splendid an ag- 
gregation of baseball players as is pos- 
sible for any league. * 

“While it may be true that in your 
national agreement we are classed as 
an enemy of organized baseball, the 


phrase cannot survive the force of time 
‘ 


and the demands of the sport-loving 
public. Your national agreement con- 
tains no provision prohibiting you from 
an honest contest with any ball club 
you may see fit to meet, and before 
in organized 
baseball who win pennants in their re- 
spective leagues can claim the world's 
championship they must in some man- 
ner play the winner of the Federal 
league pennant. 

“We, therefore, suggest in the inter- 
est of the game, that at least for the 
time being, we forget our differences 
and our acts of war and peacefully, in 
keeping with the spirit of American 
business men, arrange a schedule for 
a world’s championship between the 
three leagues.”

James E. Sullivan, who was noted 
throughout the world as an authority 
on amateur track and field athletics, 
was born in New York city in 1860. In 
his youth he was a famous athlete— 
having won American championships in 
all-round, running, jumping and box- 
ing competitions. After completing his 
education in the public schools of this 
city he entered the publishing busi- 
ness and eventually rose to the presi- 
dency of the largest sports publishing 
concern in the United States. 

When his active athletic days were 
over he held various offices in the 
Amateur Athletic Union of the United 
States, of which he was one of the 
founders. He was national and sec- 
tional president and held the position 
of secretary-treasurer of the A. A. U., 
as well as being chairman of the 
American Olympic committee and dele- 
gate to the foreign conferences of the 
International Athletic Federation and 
Olympic councils. He spent several 
weeks abroad this summer as the chief 
representative of' American athletic 
bodies at the international conferences 
at Paris and Lyons. 

His greatest athletic fame came in 
connection with the Olympic games 
held in Europe beginning in 1906. He 
was appointed special American Olymp- 
ic commissioner at the Athens, Lon- 
don and Stockholm meets by Presi- 
dents Roosevelt and Taft.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of Georgia, and it is hereby enact- 
ed by authority of the same, That Article 11, 
section 3, paragraph 1, of the Constitution of 
Georgia, be amended by adding at the end 
of said paragraph the words “and may 
abolish the office of county treasurer in any 
county,” so that said paragraph when so 
@mended will read as follows, to wit: ‘‘Para- 
graph 1. County officers to be uniform. 
Whatever tribunal or offices may hereafter 
be created by the General Assembly, for the 
transaction of county matters, shall be uni- 
form throughout the state, and of the same 
name, jurisdiction and remedies, except that 
the General Assembly may provide for the 
appointment of commissioners of roads and 
revenues in any county, and may abolish 


the office of county treasurer in any county, | 


or fix the compensation of county treas- 
urérs, and such compensation may be fixed 
without regard to uniformity of such com- 
pensation in the various counties. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That if this 
amendment shall be agreed to by two- 
thirds of the members of the General As- 
sembly of each house, the same shall be 
entered on their journals with the yeas and 
nays taken thereon, and the governor shal! 
cause the amendment to be published in 
one or more of the newspapers in each con- 
Sreseional district for two months immedi- 
ately preceding the next general election, 
and the same shall be submitted to the peo- 
ple at the next general election, and the 
voters thereat shail have written or printed 
on their tickets: ‘For ratification of Ar- 
ticle 11, section. 8, paragraph 1, of the Con- 
stitution of this State,’ or “Against rati- 
fication of Article 11, section 3, paragraph 1

ASSAILS GOVERNOR 
AND CHIEF BEAVERS 


Caustic Attack on Officials 
Before Leaving for San 
Antonio. 


Mrs. John W. Nelms, mother of the 
missing sisters, yesterday afternoon 
wrote a caustic statement, in which 
she attacked Governor Slaton and 
Chief of Police Beavers, declaring that 
no Georgia mother or daughter could 
look forward to help from government 
source in a crisis such as the one she 


faces. 


Mrs. Nelms left last night at 11 
o’clock for San Antonio to aid in the 
prosecution of Victor Innes and his 
wife. Shortly before her departure 
she came into possession of valuable 
evidence with which she expects to 
convict the man and woman accused 
of the murder of her daughters. 

Part of this evidence was in the 
form of an affidavit given by Milous 
Walker, a Pullman porter on the 
Southern and Frisco train running be- 
tween Atlanta and Memphis, who 
swears that he saw Beatrice Nelms in 
company with Victor Innes and Mrs. 
Innes on the day the missing girl is 
supposed to have gone with the Inneses 
to Birmingham in an effort to recover 
her sister’s money from the Portland 
lawyer. 

Overheard Innes Plot. 


The other evidence is a letter from 
W. H. Littleton in Birmingham, who 
writes that he overheard Mr. and Mrs. 
Innes plotting against the Nelms sis- 
ters while en route from Birmingham, 
and that they conspired to lure the 
girls to San Antonio a considerable 
while before the girls left on the fatal 
trip into the west. Mrs. Nelms will 
go first to Birmingham, where she will 
be assisted by C. bk. Sears, of the Burns 
detective agency, in obtaining an affi- 
davit from Littleton. 

The following is the statement given 
out by the aged mother: 

“In leaving Atlanta for San Antonio 
in the interests of the prosecution of 
the man and woman accused of the 
murder of my girls, it is proper that I 
should publicly thank those who aided 
me in my hours of trial. My girls— 
daughters of this community, uaugh- 
ters of a faithful servant of the peo- 
ple—have been the victims of a hor- 
rible crime and I go into a strange 
land to avenge their murder. 

“I want to thank my friends here 
who have extended me sympathy, the 
newspapers and the reporters who 
have rendered invaluable aid in the so- 
lution of the mystery. My heart goes 
out to all who have helped. 

Hopes to See Justice Done. 


“My object is to join hands with my 
boy Marshall, the district attorney, 
the state authorities and the Burns de- 
tectives, who are vigilanthy at work 
to bring to justice the slayers. Every 
confidence exists in my mind that the 
efforts of all will be rewarded and 
that I will live to see justice done. 

“It is my desire to go there and do 
what I can to assist the powerful 
agencies already at work. How 
long to face Innes and his wife with 
the countless facts—many of which 
he Knows nothing of—and, with a 
heart bleeding for my lost girls, learn 
the truth from his lips. 

“Armed 
the numerous operatives of the Burns 
agency under the direction of Mr. Le- 
hon, 1 feel that neither Innes nor his 
wife can face me unflinchingly. No 
words can express my appreciation of 
the efforts of Mr. Burns and his cap- 
able assistant, Mr. Lehon, whose aid 
has been given without compensation, 
and who have been effective in gather- 
ing the bulk of the evidence we have 
at hand. A mother’s heart goes out to 
them in gratitude. I feel that I should 
avail myself of this opportunity to pay 


. them a public tribute. 


“Through our great Atlanta dailies 
the public knows full well of the case 
of my daughters. But.there is much 
they do not Know. Possibly I should 


be silent about it. It is pot my pur- 

pose to offend. But thege are other 

young girls who have liv se, and 
thers 


there are widowed with 
daughters who need protection. It 
may be my mother’s heart is so crush- 
ed that my judgment as to what should 
be said in this instance is wrong. 


Ne Government Aid. 


“But, it seems to me that our com- 
munity is in a sad condition, and that 
no Georgia daughter or mother can 
look for help in a crisis like mine from 
any governmental agency. 

“Calling upon the governor at the 
outset with my sad story, I was al- 
lowed five minutes by appointment. I 
was advised in one minute that no help 
could be given me there. Visiting our 
chief of police I was allowed the off- 
cial use of his name if I paid for the

telegramis. I was also allowed a police 
officer on his vacation to go west upon 
my paying the expense. This I did, al- 
though it accomplished nothing. 

“Myself a taxpayer, my daughters, 
up to the time of their death, taxpay- 
ers, one of them a constructive bui'der 
of her state and city, children of a pub- 
lic servant who gave his life in the 
service of his people and the law, what 
is our reward? To whom can a moth- 
er turn for help in her hour of direst 
need. 

“With the help of strangers, going 
into a distant city and state to call 
upon the official agencies there to help, 
let the good people here pray that all 
forces may be directed to the obtain- 
‘ment of justice, and that I may find the 
bodies of my lost girls that I might 
bring them back to Georgia soil to rest 
beside that of their father and beside 
the spot where my own soon will lie.” 

Walker’s Affiidavit. 

“The affidavit made by Milous Walk- 
er, the Pullman porter, says he was on 
duty in Pullman “Aristide” on may 2v 
when Beatrice Nelms and Innes and 
his wife rode from Atlanta to Birming- 
ham. He says that Innes was, at times, 
very earnest in his conversation, and 
that the youngest women—Beatrice— 
was apparently down cast and tearful. 

He says that Innes and his wife ate 
together, but that the younger woman 
ate alone, Innes paying for her meals. 
When the train reached shirmingham 
the girl got off, asking Walker how 
soon she could return to Atlanta. 
Walker has identified pictures of Innes 
and his wife, and Beatrice Nelms. 

This will’ be used in direct contradic- 
tion of the statement of Innes that he 
had never known Beatrice Nelms. Both 
he and his wife declare that they had 
never even seen the younger sister. 

Saw Sisters in San Antonio. 


San Antonio, Texas, September 16.— 
(Special.)—Mrs. O. Bourier, of 1314 Mc- 
Kinley avenue, states that she saw the 
Nelms sisters on two different occas- 
ions, some time about the middle of 
June or after. 

On one occasion they were by them- 
selves and rode out on same street car 
with her, getting off at Wilkins ave- 
nue. On the next afternoon Innes was 
with the two girls and all three got 
off the car at Wilkins avenue, She has 
identified the girls by their pictures 
and also that of Innes. Innes still 
denies ever seeing Beatrice and seeing 
Mrs. Dennis since leaving Carson City.

Absolute Anarchy. 


“When it is said that a state of ab- 
solute anarchy exists in Mexico; it is 
not stating the facts too. strongly. 
There were some 4,000 good policemen 
in the city of Mexico, but these have 
beeh supplanted by an army of 35,000 
soldiers that fought the federal gov- 
ernment and among those are several 
thousands of wild Yaqui Indians, who 
two months ago fought with bows and 
arrows as the only weapons” they 
knew.

“The national banks can issue emer- 
gency currency now; why are they not 
doing so?” demanded Representative 
Glass. 

Small Compared to Need. 

Senator Smith argued that the na- 
tional banks were taking out this cur- 
rency, but the amount was small com- 
pared to the need. 

Representative Bulkley, of Ohio, and 
Representative Wingo, of Arkansas, 
asked if it were not true that the na- 
tional banks were using the currency 
to settle their obligations in New York. 

Senator Smith admitted that part of 
it was being so used. But. all the 
currency that was used helped to re- 
lieve the situation somewhat, he con- 
tended. The principal difficulties in 
the way of engraving bank notes “for 
20,000 state banks and printing them, 
was stressed by Mr. Glass.’ Finally, it 
was argued by several members of the 
committee that all the currency that 
was issued would not relieve the situa- 
tion much; that nothing short of a 
market would cure the south’‘s malady. 
With a market for cotton, there would } 
be an abundance of credit and money 
could be secured, 

The conclusion of most of the mem- 
bers of the committee seemed to be 
against the senate bill. 


To Push Henry Bill. 


Congressmen and representatives of 
farmers’ organizations in the south 
held a conference at the capitol to- 
night and dceided to press for legisla- 
tion along the lines of the Henry Dill, 
which would provide for advance by the 
federal government of three or four 
hundred million dollars to the cotton 
producers on the basis of 12 cents on a 
pound of cotton. 

Peter Radford, of Fort Worth, Texas, 
and H. S. Mobley, president of the 
Arkansas Farmers’ union, explained the 
bill, Various speakers pictured the 
necessity for immediate legislation to 
help the cotion farmers. 

It was decided to have a hearing 
next Monday hefore the house banking 
and currency committee, and to ar- 
range for a conference with President 
Wilson on next Wednesday morning, 
when all southern representatives in 
both houses of congress and delegates 
from the farmers’ unions will be urged 
to be present. 


GOVERNMENT PRICE 
URGED FOR COTTON. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., September 16. 
At a state-wide meeting of cotton in- 
terests here today, presided over by 
Governor Lee Cruce, resolutions were 
adopted urging the enactment of fed- 
eral laws fixing the price of cotton 
and regulating the rate of interest that 
may be charged for emergency loans. 
The “buy-a-bale’” movement was in- 
dorsed and a netitian to congress ask- 
ing that a special tax be imposed on 
all surplus cotton raised next year was 
authorized, the surplus to be deter- 
mined by the amount of 1914 cotton on 
hand when the new crop arrives. 

The meeting, which was attended by 
planters, bankers and merchants from 
all sections of the state, was called by 
Governor Cruce to devise means to fa- 
cilitate the marketing of the present 
cotton crop. Committees were appoint- 
ed from each congressional district to 
supervise the storage and sale of the 


crop. 
BUY-A-BALE PLAN 
FAST SPREADING. 

Columbia, 8S. C., September 16.—That 
a St. Louis wholesale shoe firm will pur- 
chase 1,000 bales of cotton at 10 cents 
from the producers was stated in a tel- 
egram received today by a represent- 
ative of the firm here. Twenty-five 
thousand bales will be bought by co- 
operating St. Louis interests at this 
price, the message said.
